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Immediate Raise

One hurdle was made Wednes- 
day by water distributing agen- 
cies and individuals in their at- 
tempt to prevent the Louisville 
Water Company to raise their 
Water rates again. Judge Mc- 
Cauley Smith barred the com- 
pany from putting higher rates 
in eftect, unless approved by the 
State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

Judge Smith held that the com- 
. pany comes under the jurisdic- 

mers outside of the city limits. 

With the county rates already 
50 per cent higher than those 
charged city users, the company 
had ordered increases of from 
33 1/3 to 60 per cent to hav. 
come effective July 1. This would 
have affected about 15,000 county 

Charles W. Morris, water com- 
pany attorney, let it be known 
immediately that he would ap- 
peal the case. 

Morris, at the outset in his ar- 
gument before the Court, argued 
that if the water districts of the 
county submitting the petition 
contend that the Water Company 
is under jurisdiction of the P.S.C. 
they should have gone to that 
agency with their plea. Attorney 
Robert L. Sloss said at the hear- 
ing that Justice Porter Sims of 
the Court of Appeals, had held 
that the rates set by a municipal 
electrical utility outside of the 
city limits were subject to P.S.C 
approval.

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WATER USERS WANT FAIR TREATMENT 

Circuit Judge McCauley Smith has ruled, logically it 
appears, that the Louisville Water Company cannot arbi- 
trarily fix its rates to County consumers. The Water Com- 
pany will take its case to the Court of Appeals. 

The discriminating rales which the Company is trying 
to saddle on the county water consumers would, obviously, 
be unfair to those living outside the city limits. 

While the city press says that its only "natural" for 
the suburban residents to kick, and protest this latest 
(third) big gouge the Water Company is attempting to 
make, arbitrarily, on the county consumers, we say it is 
logical, and their defensive action is well founded on a pre- 
mise of equity. They are. certainly, at least entitled to a 
hearing as to why they should be required to pay such ex- 
cessive rates, above those charged city users. 

Louisville has been selling its surplus water to county 
consumers, evidently at a profit; and now the company 
presents the plea that they are having to provide new and 
enlarged facilities for distribution, and the countv con-

demand. Yellow transparents are 
about gone, with a few continu- 
ing to be available through this 
week. Continuing will be limi- 
ted supplies of Early Redbirds, 
Henry Clay, and Wealthy. Don't 
be discouraged if you fail to get 
apples when you drive to the or- 
chard. In some cases, the crop 
is not large enough to warrant 
keeping a picker on the job for 
full time, so apples ready for 
sale may or may not be available 
When you arrive. 

Peach picture ii heller and by 
between the tenth and sixteenth 
of July, local orchardists should 
be able to start taking care of 
your needs. First to ripen will 
probably be Hiley Belle, a white 
freestone. Other varieties to fol- 
low include Golden Jubilee, Val- 
iant, Red Haven, Hale Haven. 
Georgia Belle and Elberta. You 
will be able to buy by grade at 
the farm, top quality selected 
fruit, or less perfect fruit for 
whatever your needs. 

There's no substitute for tree 
ripened fruit if you want top 
flavor and color. Peaches from 
other growing areas may come at 
lower prices later, but because of 
trying to hold quality for ship- 
ment, must be picked less ripe 
than those you buy ripened on 
trees near home. All peach 
prices should be reasonable with- 
in another two weeks, it's impor- 
tant that you be prepared to 
make good use of them by having 
CBnning and freezing equipment 

Vegetable gardeners continue 
to somehow beat the heat and 
bring to market good quality 
vegetables. Prices at retail fluc- 
tuate, it's true — in part caused 
by weather conditions that cut 
or increase the supply and quali- 
ty. Squash this week is plenti- 
ful and cheap. Next week there 
should be better supplies of gol- 
den sweet corn as the local crop 
starts coming to market, and at 
slightly higher prices when the 
quality is especially good. Get- 
ting good quality tomatoes at 
present is a problem. We are 
using almost the last of hothouse 
grown ones, most shipped toma- 
toes are poor quality, and locally 
grown tomatoes are just begin- 
ning to come to market. There 
will be tomatoes at prices you 
can pay and the quality you like, 



but have patience as you wait 
another week Or so. 

Melon feast you can have this 
week— prices are reasonable, sup- 
ply and quality are good for both 
cantaloup and watermelon.

Appellate Court 
Provides Puzzle, 
Stanford Reports 

"What good is hay in the field, 
already harvested, cured, and 
baled, without transportation to 
haul it to the barn or market?" 
J. E. Stanford, Kentucky Farm 
Bureau executive secretary, asked 
Friday. He stated that his ques- 
tion is parallel to the situation 
that Kentucky farmers find them- 
selves in today with regard to 
electric power. 

Stanford explained that the re- 
;nt Court of Appeals ruling to 
grant the Eastern Kentucky 
Rural Electric Cooperative Cor- 
poration permission to build its 
own power-generating plant at 
Ford and then refusing to give 
the corporation permission to 
build 597 miles of transmission 
lines to carry the power to the 
corporation's 18 member coope- 
ratives, was not unlike hay in 
the field without means to move 

For some unexplained reason, 
Stanford said, the Court sent the 
question of constructing these 
transmission lines back to the 
Public Service Commission "af- 
ter the P.S.C. had already granted 
approval for building the lines." 

He hinted that perhaps a 
monkey wrench was thrown into 
the works by some special inter- 
est group when he said, "For 
years electric co-ops have com- 
plained that they could not ob- 
tain enough cheap power from 
existing facilities. It was their 
general complaint that led to 
planning of the Ford plant, so if 
the power from this plant should 
be distributed over private utili- 
ty lines at a nice profit, it would 
mean that the farmers compris- 
ing the 18 east Kentucky co-ops 
were being forced to generate 
power for the profit of private 
utility companies." 

Farm Bureau has continually 
sought efficient operation of 
rural co-ops in order to deliver 
low-cost electric service to rural 
areas. "This proposition to pro- 
hibit the building of transmis- 
sion lines to deliver low-cost 
electric energy certainly defies 
the principle of rural electric 
service," Stanford concluded.

KEEP UP PRODUCTION IN HOT WEATHER 



The method of getting hens to 
lay in hot weather are varied, 
but they are all pointed toward 
getting them to eat or keeping 
them comfortable so they will 
want to eat. Good poultrymen 
will follow these practices to 
keep hens laying and thereby 
take advantage of high egg prices 
this summer: 

1. Keep a good laying mash 
before the hens constantly pro- 
viding four inches of hopper 
| space per hen. 

1 2. Feed up to a half-gallon of 
laying checkers per 100 hens at 
noon. 

3. Limit grain feeding accord- 
ing to the mash that is fed so as 
to insure the birds eating enough 

4. Keep water nearby where 
hens can reach it easily. Provide 
two 3 to 5-gallon waterers per 
100 hens. 

5. Open the house for maxi- 
mum ventilation. 



6. Examine birds frequently 
for lice. At first signs, treat. 

7. Pick up broody hens and 
culls each day and sell them im- 
mediately. 

Most of the feed hens eat is 
used to maintain their bodies. 
This feed has to be provided 
whether the flock is laying we 
or poorly, or not at all. After 
hen has eaten enough feed for 
body maintenance, the addition- 
al amount required to produce 
eggs is very small. 

Although it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to keep hens laying satisfac- 
torily during hot summer weath- 
er, the foregoing practices will 
prove that it can be done. The 
price of eggs now makes e v ery 
effort very worthwhile.
